It is said that Nelson niingwortht 


who appears tonight at the Madi- 
son high school auditorium, has a 
repertoire of more than 800 songs 
that ho can sins: at a moment's 
notice. This betokens a most un- 
usual memory, but it is the result 
also of his methods 
of 
stu3y. 


When Illingsworth Rets a new soi.'fi 
he first takes the poem and ana- 
lyzes it. When a sonpr comes into 
his hands he studies the poem be- 
fore he considers the music.at all, 
because in his theory the poem is 
all important. If the poem is not 
good, the song is cast away, 
no 


matter what beauty the music con- 
tains. With him, music is merely 
the njeans with which the composer 
intensifies the 
poem, 
anu if the 


poem is not worth 
intensifying, 


why bother with the music. 


Once satisfied that the poem is 


worth while, he analyzes it, seek- 
ing not merely to master its obvi- 
ous meaning, but trying to draw 
from it all its inner significance, 
looking for the thought that lies 
back of it which the poet has left 
to the imagination"of the reader. 
Thus when he has put into his mind 
every shade of meaning, he goes at 
the music, welding the two into an 
indissoluble whole. 


Then comes his study of his own 


methods of expression whereby he 
will convey to the 
listener 
the 


thought and intent of the poet plus 
that of the composer, and when he 
has mastered all this the song is 
filed away in his memory.

We know what immigration 
brings to us, so the residue is from our own 
back country.

beings and eventually eradicate .the so-called 
slums, here is a situation where, we are being 
overwhelmed by the new comer faster than we 
can get the old slum settler out of his ugly 
surroundings. 


"If the big cities of America did not gain one 


more person in population for the next ten 
years the republic would be better off for it. 
There must be some way to show the youth of 
the nation that the greatest and foremost in- 
dustry we have is agriculture and that it is in- 
deed the bulwark of our life and security. They 
rather think now that there is nothing to life 
but luxurious offices, theaters, tall tenement or 
apartment houses and jammed streets."

MERGE TO FIGHT EPIDEMICS 


PARIS—The International 
Sanitary 
Con- 


gress representing more than 40 nations has 
adopted tho suggestions of the United States 
Public Health 'Service that 
plagues, 
yellow 


fever and cholera be included among the so- 
called international notifiable diseases. 


The suggestion was incorporated in a special 


provision, of a new international sanitary con- 
vention drawn up by the congress which has 
just adjourned in Paris. 
It was decided that 


smallpox and influenza epidemics should alao 
be a matter of diplomatic notification whenever 
they occur in the various countries. 


Another international meeting will be held in 


Paris next June'when diplomatic representa- 
tives of virtually, all the nations of the world 
will meet to aprove the work of the sanitary 
officers. 
If the suggestion is. finally . approved 


all nations subscribing to the convention must 
notify each' other through diplomatic channels 
as soon as the diseases applar in their re- 
spective countries.

SAN JUAN, Porto Rico—A strike among the 


field laborers of 'St. Croix, one of -the Virgin 
Islands, which has lasted for two months, is 
threatening- the next sugar crop, according to

from a decision of the sugar planters to reduce 
wages to a pre-war basis of 50 cents a day for 
day labor.

BISHOPS IN COMPLAINT 


LONDON—Tho Bishop of St-'Albans com- 


plains that his "official income" of £2,500 a year 
is "entirely inadequate" to meet the necessary 
expenses of his office and the upkeep o'l his "of- 
ficial residence." So the diocese over which he 
presides has to eke out his inadequate official 
income by giving him an additional 700 pounds 
a year "to meet secretarial and office expenses 
and the cost of running* a motor car."
